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Terrorism: 
“weapon of 
the weak’

WASHINGTON — The _ blurred 
image of what appeared to be a lifeless 
U.S. hostage hanging from a rope, his 
shadow swaying on a_ nearby wall, 
produced indignation nationwide. 

President Bush spoke for many U.S. 
citizens when he expressed his ‘‘outrage”’ 
at the ‘‘brutal murder’’ of Marine Lt. 
Col. William R. Higgins, a member of 
U.N. peacekeeping forces in Lebanon 
who was accused of being a U.S. spy. 

Acts of terrorism — ‘‘selective attacks 
on civilians and random attacks whose 


. effects are to frighten and to make people 


feel insecure’? — appear to be replacing 
nuclear war as the major threat facing 
humanity, said Wiliam V. O’Brien, a 
professor of government at Jesuit-run 
Georgetown University in Washington. 

In O’Brien’s view, it’s likely the 
‘‘whole nuclear question will remain 
dormant’? as long as Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev remains in power. 

Terrorism, ‘‘by and large the weapon 
of the weak,”’ is used primarily by Third 
World nations or militia whose 
‘*prospects for winning in war are poor,”’ 
according to Jesuit Father John Langan, 
Rose Kennedy professor of Christian 
ethics at Georgetown’s Kennedy Institute 
of Ethics. 

The Lebanese Shiites who abducted 
Higgins, for example, he said, “‘can say 
to the United States: ‘Do this, otherwise 
we’ll kill your civilians.’ They can’t say to 
the United States: ‘We’ll beat your 
army.’ ”’ 

The Organization for the Oppressed on 
Earth, a pro-Iranian Lebanese Shiite 
Moslem group, said July 31 it had hanged 
Higgins in retaliation for the Israeli

Seeks new site

- MISSION VALLEY- — The San 
Diego City Council at its Aug. 7 meeting 
commended Mission Basilica San Diego 
de Alcala for reaching an agreement with 
local Native Americans for the reburial of 
Indians remains recently discovered on 
mission grounds and for abandoning 
plans to build-a parish hall at this 
location, according to Msgr I. Brent 
Eagen, pastor. 

_ An agreement reached Aug. 3 between 
the diocese and representatives of five 
Indian peoples designates an area of some 
3,000 square feet of mission property for a 
cemetery at the east end of the mission’s 
central courtyard. 

At this location, Indians re-interred 
human remains and artifacts of their 
ancestors-during private rituals Aug. 4-5, 
thus laying to rest a recent four-month 
controversy on how the site should be 
used. 

The mission held a rosary service on 
the cemetery grounds Aug. 4, requested 
by local Native Americans, and 
celebrated Mass the following day for the 
Indians buried there. 

In signing the agreement, the mission 
gave up its ‘“‘historical goal’’. of keeping 
the courtyard intact, but gained local 
Indians’ increased interest in the mission, 
Msgr. .Eagen told Southern Cross Aug. 4.

BALTIMORE — In Baltimore Aug. 
1-3 for their 107th Supreme Council, 
Knights of Columbus from the United 
States and other nations heard a plea for 
strong family policy from Vice President 
Dan Quayle and established two $2 
million funds for Catholic education. 

Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis, 
president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, called strong lay 
leadership the key to the church of the 
future. 

Supreme Knight Virgil Dechant 
pledged U.S. Knights to a long struggle 
to end legalized abortion. At a news 
conference after the meeting, he 


described a resolution by the Knights, 
committing them to an extensive pro-life 
campaign and support for a human life 
amendment to the U.S. Constitution, as 
the most important action of the 
convention, 


Some 2,000 Knights and their wives, 
representing nearly 1.5 million members 
in the United States, Canada, Mexico, 
the Philippines and other nations, 
convened at the Baltimore Convention 
Center for the three-day meeting. 


Preaching at a concelebrated opening 
Mass Aug. 1, Archbishop William H. 


‘Keeler of Baltimore highlighted central 


concerns of the Knights when he urged 
them to continue and expand their work 


in defense of human life and on behalf of 
family life and Catholic education. 


He asked them to continue fighting 
against pornography and drug abuse and 
to promote Catholic education, including 
‘‘fairer government treatment’’ of those 
who choose Catholic schools. 


Dechant called the attitude toward 


abortion of a new Supreme Court 
majority an opportunity for the Knights 
to press for reversal of the court’s 1973 
decision that prohibited virtually all legal 
restrictions on abortions. 


One of the actions taken by the Knights 
at a business session was the formation of 
a new $2 million national fund to help 


local councils provide scholarships to 


candidates for the 
religious life. 


priesthood and 


The Knights formed another fund of at 
least $2 million to finance projects and 
activities of The Catholic University of 
America in Washington, a _ national 
Catholic university established by the 
country’s bishops. 


Archbishop May, speaking at the 
convention’s annual States Dinner Aug. 
1, urged the Knights to be a lay force for 
“‘a re-evangelization of society.”’ 


He said one of the central insights of 
the Second Vatican Council was its 
emphasis on the church’s laity as ‘‘co- 
responsible with the hierarchy for this 
mission’’ of spreading the Gospel.

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*'* Notre Dame students volunteer for the homeless

SAN DIEGO — The reputation of the 
University of Notre Dame in Indiana is 
most often associated with its winning 
football team. But three of its students 
displayed the university’s humanitarian 
spirit in San Diego this summer. 

Katherine Mapother, Benjamin 
Supnet and Jeanne Hassell volunteered in 
June and July at the St. Vincent de 
Paul/Joan Kroc Center, a shelter for 
more than 350 homeless and needy 
families, through the university’s 
Summer Service Project. 

Their jobs ranged from working in the 
shelter’s health clinic to working with the 
children of parents temporarily living at 
the center to serving in the residential 
intake area and the transitional housing 
section. 

The students learned of the Summer 
Service Project that brought them to San 
Diego through the Center for Social 
Concerns, an office on the Notre Dame 
campus that encourages students to 
volunteer their talents to organizations 
across the country. 

Each student participating in the 
program is sponsored by the local Notre 
Dame Alumni Club. Mapother and 
Supnet were granted a $1,200 stipend 
each, to be applied to their tuition, by the 
San Diego Notre Dame Alumni Club. 

Though Hassell, a member of the 
Notre Dame Crew Team, was sponsored 
by the local club, her $1,200 stipend was 
granted by the Monogram Club, a 
campus organization which honors 
lettered athletes. 

Mapother, 20, a junior English major 
from Louisville, Ky., and Supnet, 21, a 
pre-med student from Corpus Christi, 
Texas, participated in a program called 
Urban Plunge, in which they and 800 
other students volunteered during the 
Christmas break at shelters in their 
respective hometowns. 

After her experience Mapother signed 
up for the Summer Service Project with 
the hope of coming to San Diego. 

“It is interesting to see how different 
cities deal with their homeless problem,”’ 
she said. 

Supnet, who was encouraged by his 
roommates and friends to apply for the 
project, said, ‘‘I wanted to do so much 
more, so I applied and went through two

San Diego shelter.’’ 

Hassell, 21, a senior from Austin, 
Texas, who is studying English and 
psychology, was encouraged to apply for 
the program by several friends who had 
participated in the Summer Service 
Project. 

The Summer Service program does not 
result in any academic credit, but ‘“‘the 
experience convinced me that I want to 
do some type of social work when I 
graduate,’’ Hassell said. 

The students’ duties varied at the 


‘ SVDP Center. Their first week was spent 


rotating to different areas of the home 
enabling them to grasp the overall view of 
the homeless problem. 

The center offers services from medical 
care and child daycare to feeding and 
housing many of San Diego’s 4,000 
homeless people. 

Supnet has spent the majority of his 
time in the Medical Clinic assisting and 
learning from the doctors who volunteer 
at the center.

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“T have been exposed to medical 
problems and seen things that I would 
never have seen outside a textbook,’’ 
Supnet explained. 

The medical staff at the center consists 
of one paid staff physician and several 
volunteer doctors from the community. 

“It crushes me to have to turn away 
people but everyday someone gets turned 
away. I want to reach out and help as 
many people as possible,’ Supnet 
explained. 

One of the ways that Supnet feels he 
has helped at the center is by listening to 
the problems and needs of the people. 

Mapother has worked with the children 
who have been living at the center with 
their families. 


Mapother said, ‘‘When I first began

working at the center it was really 
frustrating because I didn’t think I was — 
making a direct affect in anyone’s life but 
I slowly saw that I was helping.’’ 

These people are at the bottom due to 
some strange circumstance in their lives. I 
feel that I really have affected them when 
I see them smile, even though they have 
no home of their own,’’ Mapother said. 

Hassell has spent the last several weeks 
in both the residential intake area and the 
transitional housing section of the center. 

“The warm colors annd the homey 
atmosphere of the center gives a little lift 
to people who haven’t felt hope in a long 
time,’’ Hassell said, ‘“The San Diego St. 
Vincent De Paul/Joan Kroc Center is a 
great example to other cities as a way to 
deal with their homeless problems.”’

They come as catchers and snatchers. They come as 
snappers and dippers. They come with hands out and 


‘tongues out. They are full of surprises. ‘‘They’’ are 


communicants in our various parishes, with their 
variety of reception of Holy Communion or Eucharist. 

As one who visits many parishes preaching for the 
Propagation of the Faith, it is my pleasure to share in the 
distribution of the Eucharist and thereby experience the 
wide range of ways parishioners receive. You can almost 
tell a parish by its communion ways. 

There is the older, more conservative parish, where 
the majority still receive communion on the tongue. 
There is the more modern-style parish where reeception 
by intinction (dipping the host into the chalice) seems to 
be the vogue (even though is an improper liturgical 
practice). There are parishes pretty evenly divided 
between communion in the hand and communion on 
the tongue. And there are parishes where it is almost 
entirely in the hand. 

But as any minister, ordinary or extraordinary, will 
tell you, our parishioners have a variety of surprises, 
too. 

There is the snapper, who leans forward as if to 
receive on the tongue, but who takes the host between 
the teeth, endangering the minister’s fingers and being 
liturgically off base. 

There are those who keep it a secret which method 
they intend to use and then at the last half second either 
put out their hands or tongue so the minister does a 
hasty change of position to meet the offered target. 

There are parishes where communion under both 
species, bread and wine, is the norm, so there is a bevy 
of eucharistic ministers, chalices and ciboria. This is 
where you will find intinction (dipping) still retains some 
adherents, but many pass the chalice by and those who 
receive from the chalice range from sippers to 
swallowers. 
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My favorite method is by the hand where there is 
reverential supplication by the very offering of the 
hands. And there is such character in the outstretched 
palms, ranging from the careworn, calloused, hard 
hands of the manual worker to the soft, gentle hands of 
children; from the softened house-caring hands of 
homemakers to the twisted and painful hands of the 
arthritic. 

Those receiving in the hand vary from those who do it 
correctly to the many who do not. Correctly, the 
minister should be approached with hands already 
outstretched and with the left hand cupped in the right 
hand. What happens in practice is that many people 
suddenly unfold their arms just at the time of reception, 
giving the minister a surprise. There are also those who 
hold both hands out, sides of palms touching on the 
““pink’’ side, not making a ‘“‘throne’’ which we are 
instructed to do. 

There are also those who simply take the host in their 
forefingers from the minister’s fingers, strictly non- 
liturgical since the recipient is not supposed to ‘‘take’’ 
but to ‘‘receive’’ the sacred species. 

Whether both species or one, whether by hand or by 
tongue, it is good to see so many people receiving 
communion at each Mass. It is certainly a far cry from 
the days when large numbers did not go to communion 
and we knelt at the altar rails while the priest muttered 
hastily, ‘“‘Corpus Domine nostrum, ut intres ...”’ for each of 
us before passing on to the next. Those were the days!

The right to health care 


The new chairman of the Assembly Health 
Committee, Assemblyman Bruce Bronzan (D-Fresno), 
recently characterized California’s health financing and 
delivery system as being ‘‘out of control.”’ 

The immediate concern is how to provide health 
insurance for some 5.2 million Californians who fall 
between the cracks, uncovered by their employers and 
ineligible for government benefits. 

The state’s already beleaguered health care system 
faces massive cutbacks under Gov. George 
Deukmejian’s proposed 1989-90 budget, and even now 
many county hospitals are unable to care for patients 
who cannot pay. 

An abundance of measures are currently being 
considered in the Legislature attempting to improve 
health care access. The chances for most are dim 
because of the fiscal crisis facing the state, except those 
based on voter-approved Proposition 99 tobacco tax 
monies. ; 

Two of the most significant proposals are sponsored 
by Assembly Speaker Willie Brown (D-San Francisco) 
and Assemblyman Burt Margolin (D-Los Angeles). 
Both measures cleared their first hurdle when they were 
passed May 9 by the Assembly Finance and Insurance 
Committee and now await action by the Assembly Ways 
and Means Committee. 

Brown’s Assembly Bill 350, endorsed by the 
California Catholic Conference (CCC), would require 
employers of five or more workers to provide basic 
health care benefits. An estimated three million 
Californians would be given health coverage, leaving 
2.2 million people uncovered. Among these would be 
self-employed persons and those who work for very 
small businesses. 


The California Medical Association and other health 
care providers support AB 350 as a way to provide some 
financial relief to hospitals. The CCC bases its support 
on Catholic moral teaching, which emphasizes the right 
of workers to suitable benefits, including health care. 
The measure also reflects a priority concern of 
California’s Catholic bishops, in its attempt to gain 
equal health care access for the poor. 

Margolin’s measure, Assembly Bill 328, is even more 
sweeping than Brown’s. It would provide coverage for 
all Californians who lack health insurance of any kind. 
A statewide commission would establish a basic health 
care plan for the uninsured, regulate health insurance 
rates, and establish a long-term care insurance program 
for persons over 65. The basic benefit package includes 
professional services, inpatient and outpatient care, 
x-ray and lab fees, prescription drugs and children’s 
dental services. 

The California Association of Catholic Hospitals has 
adopted a ‘‘support in concept’’ position on both AB 
350 and AB 328. CACH’s board of directors, as the 
CCC, contends. that while the bills do not provide a 
comprehensive solution, they are a step toward 
achieving the basic human right of equitable access to 
necessary health care.

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Fr. Brown: John’s Gospel has ‘startling ideas’

ALCALA PARK — An internationally renowned © 


Scripture scholar, Sulpician Father Raymond Brown, in 
a series at the University of San Diego, called the Gospel 
of St. John the most adventurous of the Gospels, ‘‘full of 
startling ideas’’ and strongly stressing ‘‘incarnational 
theology.”’ 

It was accepted into the canon with great struggle, he 
said. : 

During the four-evening lecture series in late July, 
Father Brown said that for almost 100 years after it was 
written at the end of the first century, only unorthodox 
writers commented on the Gospel. ‘‘There was a great 
deal of debate as to whether it was authentic or not,’’ he 
said. 

John’s Gospel, he pointed out, is very distinctive in 
style, content, narrative development, story 
organization and subject matter. 

The kingdom is not mentioned much in this Gospel, 


' Father Brown said, and Jesus uses signs rather than 


wide-ranging miracles as recorded in the synoptic 

Gospels of Matthew, Mark, and Luke. ‘‘There is no 

driving out of demons in this Gospel,’’ he related. 
Father Brown, who is a member of the Pontifical 


Biblical Commission and author of numerous books on — 


Scripture, described the stories about Jesus in John’s 
Gospel as prolonged narratives. 

“‘Jesus speaks at length in this Gospel; the author is 
more interested in what happens after the healing than 
the healing itself. And the language is more elusive and 
abstract,’’ he explained. 

Father Brown told his listeners packing the 
Manchester Conference Center that to understand 
John’s Gospel, they should familiarize themselves with 
the three stages of tradition by which the doctrine and 
the life of Jesus have been handed down: the ministry of 
Jesus, the preaching of the apostles, and the writing by 
the evangelists. 

During Jesus’ years on earth, he spoke God’s message 
in a particular context — a specific culture, language, 
government and society, Father Brown noted. 

People preached about Jesus for 40 years before the 
first Gospel, Mark, was written, he added. 

‘“These preachers didn’t just report — they adapted 
Jesus’ message to their audience. They had to translate 
what they remembered and heard about Jesus from

Aramaic or Hebrew into Greek.’’ 
It must be remembered also, he said, that none of the 


"evangelists was an eyewitness to the ministry of Jesus. 


“‘The evangelists had a different task than the 
preachers. They had to figure out where to place a 
particular parable in the story,’’ he said. For example, 
he added, in Luke’s Gospel Jesus teaches the Lord’s 
prayer on the road to Jerusalem, but in Matthew’s 
Gospel it is part of the Sermon on the Mount. The 
cleansing of the temple occurs early in John but later in 
the other Gospels, he said. 

“‘Where these incidents are placed tells us how the 
evangelist sees the whole story. Context and sequence 
are important because the Gospels were not written just 
to preserve,’’ he said. Each of these three stages is 
guided by the Holy Spirit, he added. 

One of the strongest themes in John’s Gospel is what 
Father Brown called its ‘‘strong incarnational theology 
— that Jesus Christ came from God.”’ 


The Scripture scholar attributed this emphasis to the 
influence of the Wisdom tradition in John and the 
Samaritan Jews. Citing the highly poetic language of 
John’s Gospel in parables which sound similar to the 
Book of Proverbs, another. book in the Wisdom 
tradition, Father Brown said that Jesus was a Wisdom 
figure. 

Reading from the first chapters of the book of Sirach, 
he pointed out how God’s revelation is depicted as a 
female figure who embodies all that God knows, takes 
part in the creation of all other things, and dwells among 
people. 

John is the only evangelist who records that Jesus goes _ 
to Samaria. The Samaritan Jews, who did not view the 
temple as central to Jewish life, were not interested in 
the Davidic heritage of Jesus. 

“They saw Jesus as a Moses figure. He was someone 
who had contact with God; he had come down from 
God; he was the glory of God. These two factors, the 
Wisdom influence and the Samaritan influence, moved 
the Johanine tradition in a different way. 


John’s Gospel is also considered more egalitarian than 
the other Gospels. ‘‘He does not use the word apostle, 
preferring the term disciple instead. Everyone is equal.’’ 


“In the fourth Gospel, Jesus speaks of heavenly 
things, using words his listeners can understand — 
water, bread, life, birth, death, but Jesus means 
something different than our understanding of those 
words,’’ Father Brown said. 


Because John’s Gospel emphasizes personal 
conversion rather than church structure, it is often 
favored by contemporary evangelical preachers, he 
noted. 


“The Johanine community was hard to hold together 
because it de-emphasized structure, Father Brown said; 
yet there is a warning that authority, once it becomes a 
value in itself, can take away from the fundamentals of 
Christian community. In John the only value is getting 
life from Jesus. That’s what constitutes your value.”’ 


Another theme which predominates in John’s Gospel 
is what Father Brown calls the ‘‘dynamism of 
replacement.’’ Jesus performs works that only God can 
do on the Sabbath. He replaces the manna of the Exodus 
with the Bread of Life, the Eucharist, he said, adding he 
replaces the temple with his own body, the dwelling 
place of the glory of God.

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Catholic schools maintain 


educational leadership

ALCALA PARK — ‘“‘Catholic schools 
have made unique and_ significant 
contributions to our church, country and 
local communities,’’ said Father Ben 
Marcantonio, diocesan superintendent of 
schools as he, his office’s staff and the 
schools of the diocese are about to embark 
on a new academic year. 

Catholic schools provide quality 
education ‘‘imbued with Catholic values 
and teachings,’’ he asserted. 

Father Marcantonio said his goal for 
this year is to promote Catholic schools in 
the diocese and the greater San Diego 
community. He said he hopes this will 
raise people’s awareness and appreciation 
of Catholic schools. 

To maintain educational leadership 
throughout the upcoming 1989-90 school 
year, the diocesan School’s Office will 
offer an orientation day for new principals 
Aug. 25 in the conference room of the 
Diocesan Office, Alcala Park, and one for 
new teachers Aug. 29 in the University of 
San Diego School of Nursing. 

Principals and teachers will be briefed 
on the philosophy of Catholic schools, 
their basic structure, key areas of focus 

* and administration policies, he explained. 

Although some principals are 
transferring to schools within the diocese, 
13 schools, including one high school, will 
have a new principal, Father 
Marcantonio said. 

“The Catholicity of the schools in our 
diocese is ensured and supported by 
teachers’ ongoing participation in 
religious certification and renewal 
programs ...,’” he said. - 

The School’s Office will also sponsor a 
workshop for all teachers and principals 
Sept. 1 at Good Shepherd School, Mira 
Mesa, on AIDS education at which the 
National Catholic Education Association 
curriculum on AIDS will be introduced. 

Father Rodney De Martini, SM, one 
of the authors of NCEA’s ‘‘Aids: A 
Catholic Educational Approach,”’ will be 
the keynote speaker. 

The NCEA curriculum will then be 
integrated into the school’s family life 
programs, one of the three areas the 
diocesan office and each school will 
review. The other two areas of focus for 
improvement are religion and the fine 
arts, he said. } 

Each school will examine the three 
areas, looking for strengths and 
weaknesses, based on criteria established 
by the Western Association of Schools 
and Colleges and the Western Catholic 
Educational Association. Each school 
then summarizes it’s findings sending a 


copy of the report to WASC and the 
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School’s Office. 

As a result of last year’s study of the 
Language Arts program, school’s will be 
taking ‘‘a more integrated approach’’ to 
the subject while maintaining basic skills 
instruction in phonic grammar, said Sally 
Todd, diocesan director of curriculum. 

There will also be a greater emphasis 
on literature — literary works will be read 
in full rather than excerpts, she added. 

Improvements in school curriculum 
and general operational costs continue to 
rise with the general inflation, thus there 
is a slight tuition increase, Father 
Marcantonio noted, adding that because 
of the increased competition for high 
quality teachers, salaries and benefits are 
a matter of concern. 

To offset tuition fluctuations, most 
schools offer some type of financial 
assistance, he said. 

Father Marcantonio noted that despite 
tuition increases, total enrollment in 
Catholic schools ‘‘seems to be 
stabilizing.’” The number of pre-schools 
and kindergartens has increased, 
reflecting the ‘‘parents desire to have 
children in Catholic schools,’’ he said. 

The superintendent of schools also 
noted that the Diocese of San Diego 
continues to serve an ethnically diverse 


group.

mission called for building a liturgical and 
pastoral center on the site where the 
mission’s granary, workshop and 
blacksmith shop were located during the 
early 1800s, according to information 
compiled by Janet Bartel, president of the 
Mission Historical Society, and Sister 
Catherine Louise LaCoste, CSJ, archivist 
for the San Diego diocese. 

California’s first mission was 
established in 1769 on Presidio Hill by 
Blessed Junipero Serra. and moved to its 
current location in Mission Valley in 
1774. 

According to the agreement made with 
representatives of the Kumeyaay, 
Luiseno, Cupeno, Quechan and Cocopah 
peoples, Indians can conduct future 
ceremonies at the cemetery and replace a 
10-foot wooden cross erected there with a 
permanent cross. 

Local Indians ‘‘are rediscovering the 
mission ... a place they should find as a 
home,’’-Msgr. Eagen said. 

A new parish committee, headed by 
architect Harry C. Hallenbeck, is 
searching for an alternate site for the 
proposed 8,000-square-foot liturgical and 
pastoral center and hopes to present a 
recommendation to the parish council by 
Oct. it: 

‘‘Hopefully, we can come up with a 
proposal that can meet the growing needs 
of our parish, be compatible with the 
architectural heritage of the mission and 
at the same time be respectful of the 
historical importance of the area,”’ 
Hallenbeck, a parishioner, said. 

The potential site for the building, to 


be approved by an environmental impact ~ 


review, could be located on the outer core 
of the mission property, the pastor said. 

The center will be used for educational 
programs, counseling and various 
liturgical ceremonies, including Sunday 
Masses. 

“The reasons for building a new 
facility are more acute than ever before,”’ 
Msgr. Eagen said. ‘‘Already we offer 
seven Masses every Sunday. Our groups 


and organizations still don’t have an. 


adequate room in which to meet.”’ 
The mission parish has 1,750 registered 
households but its church seats only 300.

kidnapping of Sheik Abdul Karim Obeid, 
a Shiite clerical leader, and two aides. 
The group provided a_ videocassette 
showing a blindfolded man said to be 
Higgins hanging from a rope. 

Prior to his kidnapping, Sheik Obeid 
had publicly approved of the abduction of 
Higgins. Israeli officials said the sheik was 
involved in planning the abduction. 

‘How to discourage terrorism, whether 
to negotiate with terrorists in order to free 
remaining hostages and whether military 
retaliation for terrorist acts can be 
justified, are among questions raised by 
the Higgins tragedy. There were 
reportedly eight U.S. citizens still being 
held hostage in Lebanon. 

While the U.S. bishops’ 1983 pastoral 
letter on war and peace focused on 
nuclear deterrence and warfare, ‘‘there is 
a real gap’’ in Catholic social teaching on 
‘revolutionary war, terrorism and 
assassination,’’ according to O’Brien.

However, he says, some judgments can 
be made by extrapolating from just-war 
theory which was outlined in the classic 
sense by St. Augustine. 


In principle, a hostage rescue mission is 


justifiable, in Father Langan’s view. 

But if U.S. hostages are hidden in a 
crowded city like Beirut, measures must 
be taken to ensure that innocent people 
will not be harmed, he said. 

Before approving any kind of hostage 
rescue mission, ‘‘you have to have a 
reasonable expectation of doing more 
good than harm,”’ said the priest, citing 
the ‘‘proportionality criteria’’ of the just- 
war theory. 

O’Brien said often terrorists 
‘‘deliberately hide behind civilians 
buried in slums’’ so that ‘‘surgical’’ 
bombing of their offices is impossible.

permit future archeological study, Msgr. 
Eagen explained. 

San Diego Councilwoman Judy 
McCarty, in whose seventh district the 


mission is located, publicly denounced 
building over the Indians’ remains of the 
mission, calling such a project 
““mmoral.”’ 

McCarty and various Indian groups 
tried unsuccessfully to get the City 
Council to stop the project at its July 10 
meeting. At this time Msgr. Eagen 
proposed that the Indians’ remains be 
covered with a lay of soft fill and promised 
a full re-evaluation of the project, 
according to Bill Finley, press spokesman 
for the mission. 


Mayor Maureen O’Connor 
recommended that the church and 
Indians settle the dispute without city 
intervention, Finley said. 

Msgr. Eagen then invited members of 
the Native American community to 
submit proposals of their hopes for the 
disputed site. 

Three weeks of negotiations between 
attorneys representing the Indians and 
the mission produced an agreement 
signed by Msgr. Eagen and members of 
the five Indian peoples, who are the most 
likely descendents of the deceased Native 
Americans buried at the mission. 

McCarty told Southern Cross Aug. 4 she 
was glad the differences between the 
Indians and the diocese had been 
resolved. Constructing a building over 
Indian remains would be ‘‘immoral’’ 
because it shows disrespect for the Native 
American tradition, which considers a 
cemetery ‘‘a sacred place,’’ she said. 

Msgr. Eagen said it is “‘not immoral to 
build over a cemetery,’” citing churches 
constructed over the tombs of saints and 
three Franciscan missionary priests 
buried in the sanctuary of the mission 
church. 

He said the mission has always been 
sensitive to the needs of Native 
Americans and was unaware of the 
presence of Indian remains at the 
proposed center’s site until they were 
discovered in March. 

In 1980 San Diego’s Historical Site 
Board (HSB) approved plans for the 
parish hall which would be elevated on 
concrete pylons. 


In 1988 Msgr. Eagen received a 
building permit from the city after signing 
an agreement to contract a qualified 
archaeologist to hand-dig the pylon holes 
for the proposed parish hall.

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Japanese youth forget fear of atom bomb -

ALCALA PARK — Is it possible that 
the adage, time heals all wounds, could be 
applied to the citizens of Japan, 
particularly Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
which were devastated by nuclear bombs 
44 years ago this month? 

The atomic bomb blasts on Aug. 6 and 
9, 1945, caused the deaths of 95,000 
people in- Hiroshima and 40,000 in 
Nagasaki along with the destruction of the 
two towns and devastation of the areas. 

However, according to several 
Japanese students attending a three-week 
Enlish language, American culture 
program at the University of San Diego, 
this generation of Japanese citizens seems 
to have let those wounds heal. 

Mitsuyo Yoshino,. Yuki Imura, 
Masumi Araki and Kimiko Tanaami are 
among 54 Japanese students from USD’s 
sister school in Tokyo, the University of 
the Sacred Heart, called Seishim, 
attending the program of the same name 
here run by USD Continuing Education. 

The Religious of the Sacred Heart, 
which run the Tokyo university, have 
deep roots at USD, with several of its 
Sisters active in the USD system. The 
Sisters founded the San Diego College for 
Women that merged with.the College for 
Men in 1972 to form USD. 

The four Japanese students perceive 
that Japanese youth are too caught up in 
the newly found success of the nation to 
remember their history. 

“The young people have forgotten the 
fear that the atomic bomb brought to their 
families,’’ said Tanaami, a freshman at 
Seishin. ‘‘Their lives are abundant and 
they have become too materialistic to 
think of the fear that the bomb brought.’’ 

In this era of redevelopment, the entire 
ordeal conceivably could have been 
forgotten if it were not for the stories told 
by the elders who lived through the 
attack, the students said.

Monuments, parks and annual 
commemorations of the event are 
constant reminders of the destruction and 
pain that occurred in their once rural and 
serene country, they related. 

Despite the fact that the sights, sounds 
and smells that filled the air on the day of 
the attack will likely never fade from the 
memories of the people who lived through 
it, that generation doesn’t seem to harbor 
any resentment against Americans. 

Sister Helen McHugh, RSCJ, a retired 
USD English professor, spent five years 
teaching English in Japan at Seishim. 

During her stay in Japan she noted that 
although the United States had dropped 
the atomic bomb on the two Japanese 
cities, she never felt uncomfortable as an 
American living in that country. 

“T never felt any sense of revenge or 


3,000 Italian Catholics 
to meet in San Diego

SAN DIEGO — Some 3,000 members 
of the Italian Catholic Federation from 
throughout the country will gather in San 
Diego Aug. 31-Sept. 4 to further the 
purpose of the 25,000-member 
organization: to uphold, develop and 
spread the religious spirit among people 
of Italian descent and thus participate in 
the apostolic mission of the church. 

This year’s annual national meeting at 
the Town and Country Hotel in Mission 
Valley will feature the theme ‘‘Love one 
another, as I have loved you.”’

Merlo of the Fresno diocese, respectively.

bitterness from the Japanese citizens,”’ 
Sister McHugh explained. 

The reverse seems to be true as well. 
The Japanese students visiting San Diego 
echoed the same feeling of comfort as 
tourists to this country. Yoshino, a junior 
at Seishim, described San Diegans as, 
‘friendly, happy people.”’ 

Have the youth of Japan not embraced 
the fear and pain of the bombing which 
occurred 44 years ago? 

According to Imura, a freshman at the 
university in Tokyo, ‘‘the bombing was 


necessary to put an end to the fighting - 


and to bring about the nation’s industrial 
revolution. ’’ 

According to the students visiting San 
Diego, the younger generation in Japan 


thinks that although the atomic attack was — 


horrible, it precipitated Japan’s becoming 
the economically successful nation it is 
today and has resulted in an improved 
quality of life for its citizens. 


People of peace and good will certainly 
hope that an event so devastating will 
never occur again, but as Pope John Paul 
II has said, the possibility does exist as 
long as nations possess such weaponry. 

The pope has urged a global 
disarmament plan be adopted to 
minimize the possibility of this type of 
attack reoccurring. 

In the 160-page pastoral letter, 
presented on May 3, 1983, the U.S. 
Catholic bishops said, ‘‘they cannot 
imagine any morally acceptable use of 
nuclear weapons.’’ 

Although the threat of nuclear war 
exists, it is the feeling of the visiting
